Colorado and w estern N ebraska very slow 
and tedious.

dry and free of m oisture so long th a t the 
dust m ingled w ith the snow in resistless 
torrents, and n eith er m an n o r beast could 
stand before the rush. 
T his com pound 
filled narrow cuts level full, aud effectually 
blockaded the tracks. 
F ortunately th e cuts 
are shallow , and th e snow plow s were 
able to clear them out. 
T be roof of tbe

blow n off. 
W est of McCook, tw o tuen 
were picked up dead, and another so badly 
frozet) am i exhausted

life is 
despaired. 
M any other fatalities arc e x ­ 
pected w hen the reports com e in from ter­ 
ritory distant from tb e railroads. 
As the 
trains cam e in to-day the passengers and 
train m en saw cattle in droves buried to 
th eir heads in snow . 
As h ard ly a cow was 
to be seen elsew here, it is evident th at 
m any are entirely covered. 
M ost o f those 
seen w ill perish, and in fact all, except a 
few th at can be found and dug o u t bv a 
sm all force available for th at purpose, w ill 
be lost.

A DRASTIC MEASURE. 


The new anti-polygamy hill, and which 
has passed both houses of Congress, is one 
of the most emphatic and sweeping “ Acts ” 
that has ever been proposed for a place 
among the Federal statutes. 
Utah is a 
Territory, and therefore within the unre­ 
strained legislative |>ower of Congress, 
which after many years of temporizing, 
lias at last reached a point where mercy 
has been abandoned and rigor made the 
rule. The new hill, which, it is believed, 
is sure to receive Executive approval, dis­ 
closes only the objection that its stringency 
m ay bring oil some sort of reaction and 
awaken some sympathy for the Mormons. 
15ut it will he found self-defensive if its 
provisions, one after another, are taken up 
and viewed in the light of the tyranny of 
the Mormon Church and its past bloody 
record; the intolerance of that 1 tody and 
the cruel rule of its priesthood; the un­ 
scrupulous manner in which, llirough the 
agency of church corjioralions, it has ais- 
sorbed public wealth and sequestered to 
itself public lands; the degradation polyg­ 
amy has brought upon women in U tah; 
the cow under which the Mormon mag­ 
nates have held the local Courts; the tool 
the Church has made of the Territorial 
Legislature; the prostitution, hv the Mor- 
mom system, of the public schools to the 
ends and purposes of polygamy ; the abso­ 
lute slavery of conscience in which the 
priesthood has held the laity; the reck­ 
lessness of church proselytizing abroad, 
and the deceit under which immigration 
has lieen fostered; the secrecy with which 
the Church has surrounded its marriage 
ceremonial. 
All these and other matters, 
and the history related to them, fortify 
the action Congress has taken. 
For it has 
come to this, that the nation is defied, her 
laws set at naught,, and her authority 
spurned by a power claiming, under the 
Constitution, the right to maintain a sys­ 
tem abhorrent to the American sentiment. 
The agreed hill provides for the proper 
«CT.ificationof all marriages in the Terri­ 
tory, and makes either the husband or 
wife a competent witness in oases of bigam v, 
polygamy, or adultery, where the oilier is 
concerned as defendant. The Territorial 
laws permitting illegitimate children to 
inherit the property of their parents is 
set aside, for it is now hut an aid to poly­ 
gamy. 
The Probate Courts, which have 
for thirty years been merely convenient 
tools of the church, are to be, except for 
very limited purposes, abolished, and to 
the Territorial Courts is to be transferred 
the jurisdiction that has been exclusively 
that of the former. 
The Territorial 
Courts being Federal, will he free from 
church control. Projierty that has licen 
covered by the cloak of the church corpo­ 
rations is to be declared escheat to the 
United Stall's, for the benefit of the com­ 
mon schools of the Territory, and that 
these schools may 
Ik - no longer priest- 
driven, the Supreme Court of the Terri­ 
tory—which is composed of the District 
Territorial Judges—is to name the Com­ 
missioner of Schools, while the old office 
ef Territorial Superintendent of Schools 
is to be abandoned. There will he thus 
some opportunity offered to prevent the 
schools being used as means to implant in 
the youthful mind respect for the in- 
deeqney, polygamy. 
All the church cor­ 
poration , immigration and business, are 
to be dissolv’d!, and these institutions, if 
they exist hereafter, are to be brought 
under the operation of general statutes, as 
is the rule in ail the Stales of the Union. 
The property of the 1 mmigration Fund Com­ 


p a n y — a mere polygamy recruiting ma­ 
chine— is to I t escheated for the licnefit of 
the schools. 
Widows are to he entitled to 
a third of the income and estates of their 
late husbands; woman suffrage is forbidden 
to be any more practiced in Utah, not be­ 
cause in principle it is wrong or im­ 
practicable, but because in Utah the church 
uses it to forge the chains of its subjects, 
and more firmly secure women in bondage. 
The special charter—practically a license 
to do what it will—of the Church of Jesus 
Christ of Latter Day Saints is to be re­ 
voked, and the Attorney-General of the 
United States will lie required to wind up 
it- affairs in legal proceedings to lie insti­ 
tuted. This is an especially praiseworthy 
provision, and will drive the Church to 
avail of such general incorporation laws as 
are open to other religious denominations. 
It may be the means of bringing to light 
some of the hidden infamies of the Mor­ 
mon Church, and at least must disclose to 
the public view the enormous wealth it has 
amassed, and the vast landed possessions it 
has grasped, over which it has placed 
stewards, removable at the dictation of the 
chief priests. 
It is provided that all re­ 
ligious bodies may procure from the Courts 
the license to hold realty sufficient for 
houses of worship, parsonages, and proba­ 
bly for religious schools; that no one shall 
exercise the right of a voter except lie 
takes oath to support the Constitution and 
the laws, and especially the Anti-polygamy 
A ct of March, 1882, and the Act now un­ 
der consideration. If the Mormons claim 


that this will work their disfranchisement 
, 
. 
» 
then they will be deserving of the penalty, 
since no man should enjoy the privilege of 
an American sovereign who is unwilling 
to subscribe allegiance to the laws of the 
land, whenever the proper legislative au­ 
thority deems such form needful for the 
public welfare, as a voting and election 
regulation. 
Finally, the Mormon militia 
is to lie mustered out, and general militia 
laws to lie passed, subject to approval by 
Congress. 
These are the chief features of the Act. 
They cut to the core, and speak with an 
emphasis, not to lie mistaken, the decree 
of the people of the United States con­ 
cerning the twin evil to slavery—which 
must now follow its mate to the grave. 
The A rt once approved, the question of 
its enforcement alone remains. As the 
President is to appoint the Territorial and 
Probate Judges, and the Supreme Court is 
to appoint the Supervisor of the schools; 
as the Attorney-General of the United 
States is given specific direction to enforce 
the law ; as the representative system is 
to be the result of votes cast by those 
sworn to abide by the laws, and as women 
are to lie accorded their property rights, 
and illegitimacy is to lie branded, we may 
look forward to the enforcement of the 
law. 
All pure interests will now conspire 
to this end, opposed only by the priests, 
the polygamists, and such few women as 
are too much blinded and enslaved by 
bigotry to see and accept the freedom the 
law offers to them. 


LAWS OF VENGEANCE. 


An Eastern exchange says that bill are 
{•ending before both the 
Illinois and 
Indiana Legislatures, providing that in a 
case of deliberate murder, when the mur­ 
derer is the father, brother or husband of 
a woman who lias been betrayed, and the 
slain man is proved to have been her be­ 
trayer, the offense is to be considered only 
as a misdemeanor, punishable only by a fine. 
We are ready to believe that this is an ex­ 
aggerated statement of the true character 
of the measures. 
It is very difficult to be­ 
lieve that legislators anywhere would go 
so far as to {dace the execution of the law 
in the hands of men in this manner. It 
will be said that he who acted under such 
a law would do so with the full kuowledge 
of the risk assumed ; that he must be cer­ 
tain the case is one within the law. 
Hut 
suppose such a hill, to become a law, and a 
citizen to take the life of another under 
the belief that the victim of his selection 
was guilty, and it should appear on trial 
that he was in error in forming the judg­ 
ment he carried to execution. 
There 
would be no conviction for murder in such 
a case, for the reason that the defendant 
would escape under the plea that he be­ 
lieved he was justified, and that the alleged 
facts brought to his knowledge, though un­ 
founded, were sufficient to warrant his be- 
liel and the action which the law itself 
invited. Juries will not convict the men 
who avenge the honor of wives, daughters, 
and sisters, hut the State cannot afford to 
set up an avenging code. 
It may be, as is 
said in defense of the proposed new laws, 
that they but give voice to the sentiment 
that rules mankind ; but that is not suf­ 
ficient reason for putting upon the statute 
book the law of vengeance, or for Govern­ 
ments to delegate to individuals the right­ 
ing of wrongs against them and society. 
If the law-makers of the Prairie State are 
so solicitous to throw new safeguards about 
womanly virtue, they can find more reason 
for visiting death upon the seducer, after 
trial and conviction according to judicial 
methods. 
Let the law recognize the crime, 
but let it not make every man the judge of 
its commission, nor place at the mercy of 
any woman the life of any man, until he 
can lie legally heard in his own defense. 
Any other rule looks hack to savagery. 


ADVANCING TO CENTRALIZATION. 


An article in this number from the 
Railway and Corporation Law Journal upon 
the effect of the passage of the interstate 
commerce hill will be found worthy of 
careful study. It treats of a phase of the 
question ujKiii which comparatively little 
has been said, the effect of the new law 
upon the political future of the country. 
The central thought of the article, which 
is clear and forcible, is that a dangerous 
’advance is made by the bill by- the Na­ 
tional Government in encroaching upon 
the powers and prerogatives of the States, 
and consequent disturbance of the checks 
and balances so carefully and wisely de­ 
vised by the fathers. 
It makes clear also 
that the Democratic party has departed 
from its traditions and its claim of ad­ 
hesion to principles, abandoning the Demo­ 
cratic doctrine that the least governed are 
the best governed people, and that a rapid- 
y centralizing govcrnna 
epublican institutions. 


W e now have it upon unquestioned au­ 
thority that with the opening of spring we 
will lie more seriously ex{iosed than at any­ 
time in the past to the incursion of chol­ 
era, small-pox and, possibly, yellow fever. 
The necessity, therefore, for a Governor’s 
contingent fund being set aside, as asked 
by the State Board of Health, is verv 
great. The news this morning is that 
small-pox is already epidemic at Los An­ 
geles. 
W hat ever condition the hill may 
now be in, it should he speedily made law. 
It is not a call for direct expenditure, but 
is simply a wise precaution to lie taken, 
that in case either of the pests tli reaten 
us, the Governor may be provided with 
means to establish border quarantine sta­ 
tions, and to stop the importation of the 
seeds of the diseases.

SENA TE. 


Saturday. February 10.1887. 
The Senate met a t 10 a. m., Senator White iu 
the Chair. 
Bills were reDorted as follows. 
Roads aud Highways—S. B. 401, to prerent 
cattle running at large on public highways; do 
not pass. 
Couuty Governments—3. B.’s 231, 369, 379, 345 
and 72: no recommendation. 
Bills were introduced as follows: 
By Hinshaw—Relating to the compiling aud 
printing of State school books. 
By Meaney—Relating to fees and salaries of 
county officers. 
Clunie moved to postpone indefinitely the 
motion by Yrooman to reconsider the vote by 
which was passed the bill requiring m anu­ 
factured goods to be stamped. Carried—ayes 22, 
noes 12. 
The Committee on Elections submitted a ro- 
port dismissing the contested case of Dude vs. 
McDonald. The report was adopted. 
Clunie introducen a bill out of order, relating 
to furnishing supplies for .State institutions by 
contract. 
Wilson introduced a bill to repeal certain pro­ 
visions of the CiYiiCode, relating to Directors of 
corporations. 
S. B. 36, relating to the government of the 
State prisons (providing for the manufacture of 
jute goods). 
Jones moved to amend by providing that no 
goods should be manufactured at the Prisons 
except jute bags aud dressed granite for .State 
building purposes. 
Boggs explained that the Prison Directors had 
already, iu deference to the request of the Lalior 
Union, discontinued the sale oí granite from the 
Folsom Prison quarry, and the result has been a 
deficiency of $25,000, which the present Legisla­ 
ture has already passed. He spoke at length in 
behalf of the pKjlicy which the Directors de­ 
sired to pursue in the interest of the State. 
Bowers spoke against the amendment, and ob­ 
jected to some of the provisions of the bill as 
being dictated by a cla«s of laborers in their 
own personal interest and against those of the 
Sta e. The speaker declared as a fact that mer­ 
cantile houses iu every community of Califor­ 
nia have for sale cheap goods manufactured iu 
the State Prisons of Eastern States, because the 
manufacture of the same is not permitted in the 
California Prisons which are maintained at 
great expense by the people. This is certainly 
not in the interest of the laborers of California. 
These persons aie cutting their own throats, but 
they don’t seem to realize it. These labor or­ 
ganizations are building up a system of tyranny 
in this State that is un-American, and subver­ 
sive of the boasted rights of freedom said to be- 
loug to America. He wanted to see all State in­ 
stitutions conducted on business principles, just 
as any citizen would conduct his own private 
business. 
Murphy here offered a resolution that when 
the Senate adjours it be until Wednesday next, 
in honor of the birthday anniversary of the 
Father of his country. Adopted. 
The State Prison*bill was then made the first 
special order for Wednesday next. 
Vrooinan named a number of bills which he 
moved to have read the fir>t time. 
W alrath moved to include his debris dam 
bill. 
Abbott moved to amend by including ouc of 
his bills. 
Crandall moved as a substitute to take a bill 
in which he was interested. 
I)ray got the floor, and proceeded to discuss 
the question until the hour of recess arrived. 
His purpose was to r.reveut the Walrath bill be- 
iug smuggled forward in that manner, and to a 
first reading, us he desires to have it referred to 
the Judiciary Committee before its coming up 
on first reading. 
The hour of recess arrived, and the m atter 
went over, 
Just before adjourning the Committee on 
Elections reported in favor of the sitting mem­ 
ber (Crimmins) in the case of the contest of J. 
II. Williams against P. J. Crimmins. 
At 1 o’clock i*. m. (the recess hour having been 
extended to that time) Clunie moved to ad­ 
journ. Lost. 
Recess was then taken until 2 o’clock. 
On reassembling there was a hare quorum 
present, aud without transacting any business 
the Senate shortly afterward adjourned until 10 
a . m. on Wednesday.

[The bill provides for putting a 3,000- 
candle power electric light upon the apex of the 
dome.] 
In accordance with notice previously given, 
Shanahan moved to reconsider the vote by 
which Constitutional Amendment No. 2, relative 
to irrigation, failed to pass. 
Variel moved to lay the whole m atter on the 
table. Lost—ayes, 3; noes, f 8. 
Young of San Joaquin moved to make the 
m atter of reconsideration the special order for 
Wednesday at 2:15. 
Shanahan spoke in favor of Young’s motion. 
He said that his amendment received on yes­ 
terday the votes of three-fourths of the mem­ 
bers present-, receiving 4 4 ayes to 15 noes, and 
was not passed simply because it did not receive 
a constitutional majority. 
The motion to make the amendment the 
special order for Wednesday prevailed by an 
almost unanimous vote. 
A. B. 396, appropriating $100,000 for a perm a­ 
nent luud for the purchase of jute for the San 
Quentin prison, was read a second time, as was 
also the bill relating to the bonded indebted 
ness of Sacramento city.

opposed the appropriation, and it was charged 
that the affairs of the institution had been ex­ 
travagantly managed. One of the speakers said 
that the rate of taxation last year was unpre­ 
cedented^ high, but that it would be made 
higher this year if the immense appropriations 
asked for were allowed. 
Brierly said that it is true, owing to the last 
administration, extra sessions, etc., that taxes 
are high 
If the present Legislature is to pro­ 
vide for the payment of the debts left by that 
administration, the 
appropriations must, of 
course, be somewhat high. 
Heath said that it was true that the last ad­ 
ministration had made large expenditures, and 
much of it whs iu employing lawyers to prose­ 
cute defaulting Republican official’s. 
Brierly arose aud inquired if a young man 
named January and another young man named 
Me('arthy were Republicans. 
At the afternoon session there was consider­ 
able hilarity. Immediately after the House had 
settled down to business, there was a large num ­ 
ber who desired to get away on the afternoon 
trains, and who commenced making motions of 
adjournment into the middle ol'next week. 
This brought out Brusie ami Wright, who han­ 
dled without gloves the legislators who were 
willing to draw the per diem, bill not to render 
service therefor. A call of the House was had, 
the doors of the Chamber looked, and the Ser­ 
geant-at-Arms instructed to bring in the ab­ 
sentees. As no business of any kind can be 
transacted under the call of the House, the 
members went in “ for a bit of fun,” and for up­ 
wards'»f an hour confusion reigned. Cohen of 
San Francisco was called to the chair, and the 
circus began. It soon developed that many of 
the would-be statesmen were low comedians in 
di-guise. It was fora time the most undignified 
dignified body that was ever in session. When 
a member would rise to a point of order he was 
greeted with “ Rats!” and snowballed with 
paper balls. Two of the fleeing members, Hyde 
and Lawrence, were caught at the depot and 
brought in as prisoners. Mahler of El Dorado 
eluded the Serguaut-at-Arms by stowing himself 
away in a box in the Engrossing Clerk’s room. 
Cooley climbed in at a window. The other ab­ 
sentees locked themselves iu a baggage car and 
defied the authority of the arresting officer. 
When they resumed work they went at it with 
a will, aud many bills were read a first and sec­ 
ond time. 
An evening session was held : but tew mem­ 
bers were present, but they succeeded iu dis­ 
posing of 153 bills iu first reading on the special 
and general files.

T he E ffect of Its F e s.a g e upon th e P o­ 
litic a l F u tu re o f th e C ountry. 
[New York Railway ami Corporation Law Jour­ 
nal. January Sth.] 
The effect of the passage of the Reagan- 
Cultorn bill for the regulation of interstate 
commerce on ihe poiitical future of the 
country, seems to be entirely ignored in the 
consideration of that question by the rail­ 
ways and the press. It is in the political 
results, however, that the most dangerous, 
permanent and far-reaching effects of the 
bill become apparent. For one hundred 
years there has been a perpetual encroach­ 
ment of the National Government on the 
powers and prerogatives of the States. The 
result has been an inordinate increase in 
the powers of the former, and a proportion­ 
ate decrease in the powers and importance 
of the latter. The checks and balances of 
Government, constructed 
carefully and 
laboriously one hundred years ago, have 
been swept away, and the State Govern­ 
ments are sinking to the insignificance of 
municipalities. The passage of the inter­ 
state commerce bill is another long and 
radical step in the same direction. The 
railroad systems will no longer look to or 
care for the State Governments. Their 
money, their lobbies and their interests 
will be in Washington. Their dangerous 
power, which is divided now among thirty- 
eight States, will lie concentrated on the 
Naiional Government. 
All this means the further decline in im­ 
portance of the State Governments. It 
irnnns more than this. The Railway De­ 
partment of the Federal Government will 
grow with the growth of a parasite. It will 
oecome a Department, and claim a repre­ 
sentative in the Cabinet. In it will be con­ 
centrated the irresponsible power which 
■ he Government will have over the rail­ 
ways of America—a business interest in­ 
volving unlimited wealth, and subject to 


great losses and gains upon slight interfer­ 
ences by the Government. All the other 
Departments combined of the Federal Gov­ 
ernment cannot equal in importance that 
Department, which, fifty years hence, will 
superintend the railways. It is well to con­ 
sider these results before the irrevocable 
step is taken. 
Descending from the plane of the polit­ 
ical future of the country to the party 
politics of the day, an equally remarkable 
condition of things meets our view. A 
Democratic House of Representatives is 
supporting a bill which is diametrically 
opposed to fundamental Democratic prin­ 
ciples. The leaders of that party in Con­ 
gress do not know, or do not care for the 
principles of the party. They have bent 
their necks to the yoke of political ex­ 
pediency, and think that adroit politics 
will do more for their party than a far­ 
sighted statesmanship. They have aband­ 
oned the Democratic doctrine that the 
least-governed people are the best-governed 
people, and that a rapidly centralizing Gov­ 
ernment is dangerous to the republican in­ 
stitutions oi America. They are advocat­ 
ing measures that go to the extreme 
limit of the principles of government 
a3 
advocated by the 
opposition 
for 
one hundred years. 
It is difficult to 
imagine a more un-Democratic piece of 
legislation than this. Had such a hill been 
presented in the days when Jefferson, or 
Madison, or Jackson, or Seymour, or 
Tilden guided the party, a united Democ­ 
racy would be found opposed to it. The 
mere reading of such a bill in a Democratic 
House of Representatives is enough to 
cause the Democratic patriarchs to turn 
over in their graves and groan. The pres­ 
ent leaders of that party have abandoned 
the faith of their fathers. They are re­ 
creant to the trust confided in’ them by 
the masses of their party. Perhaps it is 
useless, yet it is pertinent here to quote 
the words of Mr. Tilden, the greatest 
statesman that the Democratic party has 
produced since Jefferson. 
In 1871, he 
said, speaking of the principles of the 
Democratic party : “ Its creed is com­ 
prised of two ideas, first, to limit as much 
as possible all governmental power, en­ 
larging always aud everywhere the domain 
of 
individual 
judgment 
and 
action; 
secondly, to throw back the governmental 
powers necessary to be exercised as much 
as possible upon the States and the locali­ 
ties, approaching in every case the in­ 
dividuals to be affected. These ideas dom­ 
inate over the Democratic party, and find 
in it their best representatives. The op­ 
posite ideas—to meddle with everything 
properly belonging to individuals, and to 
centralize all government powers—express 
the tendencies of the Republican party. 
Under their inspiration the Federal Gov­ 
ernment is rapidly seizing upon all the 
powers of human society. It has assumed 
to regulate the suffrage, and threatens to 
take the control of all elections. It per­ 
verts the power to raise revenue into a 
means of dictating what kind of business 
men shall employ their labor and capital 
in, of giving bounties and granting monop­ 
olies, of enriching favored classes by im­ 
poverishing the people. 
It has drawn 
within its power all the banks, it has be­ 
gun to create insurance corporations, and 
its yearns to take jurisdiction of all tht* 
railroad companies. Its career of usurpa­ 
tion. if continued a few years longer, will 
involve all the business, all the contracts, 
and all the property of individuals, and 
will populate Washington with the lobbies 
of thirty-seven States.”

Those offered for 1887 include 100,000 trancs 
for the discovery of an efficient remedy for 
Asiatic cholera; 10,000 francs each for the 
best works on physics, chemistry, ami 
physiology : 7,500 francs for work on gen­ 
eral embryology; 3,000 francs for researches 
on the phosphorescence of animals; 3,000 
francs for a comparative study of tiie hear­ 
ing apparatus in mammals and birds; 3,000 
francs for a comparative study of the fresh­ 
water animal life of Africa, South Asia and 
Australasia; 2,500 fruncs for an improve­ 
ment of the steam engine, or other inven­ 
tion contributing most to the progress of 
steam navigation : 2,000 for any valuable 
therapeutical discovery; 2,500 francs for 
work on the distribution of heat over the 
globe's surface; 500 francs for a theoretical 
and practical study of progress in aerial 
navigation since 1880; besides many others, 
ranging from a set of Laplace's works to 
10,000 francs, for specified work in mathe­ 
matics, 
astronomy, 
chemistry, botany, 
medicine, mechanics, and other sciences, 
and in aid of scientific students. Papers 
are to be handed in before June 1st.

children, day in and day out, as cm a 
wife much less gifted by nature with these 
fine qualities. 
The children may be the 
sweetest ever horn, and yet each will be 
pretty sure to pass through stages in its 
development when its cross-questionings, 
its needless resistings, its chronic deaf­ 
nesses, its endless “ W hat?” and " W hy?” 
and “ Whom did you say?” will furnish 
grounds of practice for saintship. 
Not 
that all mothers are equal to this task—far 
from i t ; but when it comes to nerve, the 
average mother takes all this trial and 
pressure in a way that puts the average 
father to shame. 
I knew a shrewd wo­ 
man who, whenever her husband had 
given her a lecture on Dervousness, used to 
contrive to have him dress one or two of 
the children for school on a winter’s 
morning, after a breakfast slightly be­ 
lated. The good man would fall meekly 
into the trap, not clearly remembering 
the vastness of the labor—the adjustings 
and the tyings and the buttonings; the 
leggings and the overdraws and the Arctic 
shoes; the jacket, scarf, coat, gloves, mit­

Calm must be the spirit, high the pur­ 
pose, of the father who reaches the end of 
this complex task without a word of impa­ 
tience, while the wife whom he calls 
nervous has long since taken off his hands 
the other child assigned to him, and has 
long since, with dett hands, dressed her 
and given one patient, final, all-compre­ 
hending twitch, and the whole thing is 
done. If you doubt whether men are, on 
the whole, and in their own way, as 
nervous as women, test them with getting 
the children ready for school, and remem­ 
ber that their mother does it twice a day at 
least every day of her life.—Harpers' Bazaar. 


H lack b erry C u ltu re. 
An Ohio correspondent asks for instruc­ 
tion upon the cultivation of the blackberry 
in the field. In reply we would say that 
in field cultivation the blackberry is set in 
rows about eight feet apart, and three to 
four feet apart in the rows. If they are 
properly planted the new shoots from the 
roots will begin to show themselves in a 
very few weeks. Two or three of these only 
are allowed to grow the first year, and the 
ground ought to be kept free from weeds 
and frequently stirred. It is recommended 
to {linen off the terminal shoots of each 
plant wheu it has grown to a height of 
about three feet. That causes the plant to 
throw out side shoots and form a bushy 
top. There will be no fruit the first year, 
but the second year the previous years’ 
growth of wood will bear fruit and then 
die. Therefore, as soon as the fruit is 
gathered, the wood which bore it should 
be cut away, that the new growth of wood 
may have plenty of room. If the system 
of pinching off the terminal shoot of the 
plant, as above recommended, is not fol­ 
lowed, the stalk wiil grow tall and slim. 
Some permit this. But if it is permitted 
the stalk should have some support or it 
may be blown over. The system recont 
mended, however, is the one by which the 
most fruit can be obtained. In the cultiva­ 
tion of the blackberry, we must always re 
member that it is a rank feeder. The 
ground must therefore be very rich, and no 
crop will give a better return for the appli­ 
cation of good manure.— H'wiem Rural.

TH E WAY IT IS DONE. 


How Scheming Politician*, Even Legis- 
i 
la tor*, AilvaDce Pet Measures. 
Rum ors have been ailoat for a loDg time 
pointing to the fact that there was corrup­ 
tion at the clerk’s desk in the Assembly. 
The newspaper reporters, ever alert to u n ­ 
earth wrong doing and hold the culprit up 
before the public, announced this fact 
weeks ago, and at last the House deter­ 
m ined to investigate the charges. 
The 
committee appointed by the Speaker for 
that purpose is one which knows how to 
probe and dissect, and they have torn off a 
scab that reveals corruption beyond the 
expectation of anv one, and implicates 
Senators, Assemblymen, clerks and citizens. 
The Committee on Retrenchment (Gould, 
Chairman ), have been considering for some 
days the charges preferred against the En­ 
grossing Clerk, Shaen, but being unable to 
compel witnesses toattend, the investigation 
has been practically of little effect, as their 
very unsatisfactory report to the House in ­ 
dicates. 
This, however, is not the case with the 
committee appointee to investigate the 
charges against Ray G. Faik, an attache of 
the House, who is charged with having 
moved the bill dividing the county of Co­ 
lusa 100 numbers in advance of its proper 
position upon the file. The committee con­ 
sists of Assemblymen Heath, Ellsworth, 
Ewing, Morris and Davis. The result of 
their investigation so far shows the wisdom 
of Speaker Jordan in appointing a so thor­ 
oughly competent committee. At the out­ 
set it looked as though this investigation 
was secondary in importance to that of 
Shacn's, but ii has developed into a full­ 
blown sensation, with several precincts yet 
to hear from. 
Chief Clerk Ryan was the first witness 
exam ined Saturday evening. H e knew of 
nothing wrong with the file, with the ex­ 
ception of the advancement of the Glenn 
county bill. 
. 
Frank J. Brandon, one of the assistant 
clerks at the desk, testified that he saw no 
bills actually changed. 
He knew that 
leaves had been cut out, which would 
necessarily change the position of many 
bills on the file. H e had noticed Falk 
working at the file with a knife, holding in 
his hand at the same time a mucilage 
brush, and added, “ I think he had a piece 
of pajier in his hand, also. 
I do not think 
anv one else touched the file.” 
The committee seemed to think this con­ 
clusive evidence against Falk, but they 
had “ got on a warm track,” which they 
proposed to follow, and next called to the 
stand Ed. J. Smith, another assistant clerk, 
who gave testimony of such a sensational 
character that the committee deemed it 
best to go into executive session and keep 
the result of their further investigation out 
of the newspapers until it was reported to 
the House. The reporters retired, but after­ 
wards ascertained from Sm ith and mem­ 
bers of the committee nearly all that trans- 
E 
ired. Sm ith was prepared, and. to use a 
omely expression, “ loaded for the occa­ 
sion.” 
H e informed the committee at the 
outset that he knew all about this and 
other transactions of the present session, 
and 
innum erable 
sim ilar crookedness 
of previous Legislatures. 
He was go­ 
ing to give 
names. 
dates 
and 
fig­ 
ures, anil should shield no one, from 
Senators and State officials down to the 
meanest ward striker. 
H e produced the 
m utilated sheets and explained bow the 
cutting had been done. 
W hen lie first dis­ 
covered it he imm ediately reported it to 
Speaker Jordan and Chief Clerk Ryan. 
He said : “ I found the whole file wrong, 
tore it up and made a new one.” 
H e also 
added that offers of money had been made 
to him to change the order of bills on the 
lile. 
All such offers he had reported to the 
Chief Clerk. In answer to a question by a 
comm itteem an, he said the highest offer he 
had received of this kind was $200. As­ 
semblymen and Senators had offered him 
coin ami endeavored to bribe him to ad­ 
vance on the file bills in which they were 
interested and those they wished 
to 
kill put back. 
He gave 
a 
num ber 
of the names of members of both houses 
who bad sought by offers of money 
to corrupt him . 
His position, he said, was 
the only one at the desk at which any 
money could be made, and lie could very 
easily make $1.500 over and above his per 
diem during the session, if he felt so dis­ 
posed. 
His honor was more to him than 
all tlieir gold. He spurned their offers and 
now proposed to thoroughly ventilate their 
corrupt practice and other petty schemes 
to defeat honest legislation. Tne most in­ 
teresting portion of his evidence was as 
follows: 
“ W ell, to tell you the truth, 
when I was first approached on this Glenn 
county bill 1 went to H art of Colusa, and 
asked" him if he would protect me if I 
made the change and should be found out. 
H art replied promptly, 1 No, sir, I would 
n o t; I do not want anything to do with 
any such business; 1 want the bill consid­ 
ered on its merits, and do not wish it to 
pass in any other way. 
No dishonorable 
means shall be used with my consent.’ ” 
Sm ith continued : 
“ I did not intend to do 
it, and only said I would to get rid of the 
man. 
I said it only as a bluff. The next 
day I was approached again, and this same 
individual said: 
’ You did not do that.' 
I said ’ N o; it m ust be some m istake of the 
printer: I wiil do it to-morrow.’ igot Frank 
Rvan to go with me to the State Printer’s 
office so that he could see that no changes 
were made. He went with me, and so did 
Mr. Brack.” Sm ith then showed why he 
had gone to H art of Colusa to sound him 
on the proposition. 
Knox of Los Angeles, 
he said, came to him to learn what he 
knew concerning corrupt uses to pass the 
bill. 
H e said Knox wanted to know so 
that he could use the knowledge to defeat 
the bill. 
It was to get Knox the informa­ 
tion that he went to H art. 
He said that he 
hail also been assured that if his associate 
clerks should discover him and threaten 
exposure, they should also be “ fixed”— 
that is, receive boodle. Sm ith said that 
last year lie was offered $1,000 to change 
the word " o r ” to “ a u d ” in a bill. H e de­ 
clined to do it, but came near falling 
down—it was a great tem ptation. That 
offer, he said, was made to him by a prom ­ 
inent State official who is still in office, but 
whose term of appointm ent will expire in 
about two m onths. 
The name was not 
revealed, but the committee know who it 
is. and he will be called liefore the com­ 
mittee to state why the conjunction “ or ” 
is worth $1,000 more than the conjunction 
“ and.” 
Smith then went into m inor details. He 
said he had been offered $200 to drop Tay­ 
lor’s insurance bill from the file. This bill 
was one introduced by request, at the in ­ 
stance of the Insurance 
Commissioner, 
making some changes in the verbiage of 
the present law, harmonizing it with the 
Code. 
He gave the name of the party 
making him this oiler—Thomas Agnew, of 
San 
Francisco—and exhibited quite 
a 
collection of letters and short notes from 
Assemblymen and Senators in reftrence to 
such work, all of which he read for the 
information of the committee, and which, 
when embodied in their forthcoming re­ 
port, will m ake it the most memorable 
document ever placed in the journal of 
this or any other State in the Union. 
The committee remained in session untii 
the clock struck 12, and then adjourned 
until to-day, when Sm ith wilt again take 
up the thread of his interesting discourse 
where he left off. 
He said that an Alameda county attor­ 
ney. who was interested in the claim of 
Aurelia Pfeiffer for water furnished the 
University, had offered him $50 to advance 
that bill on the file. The bill is for $17,000, 
and the $50 was rather a slim offer. 
He charged W . H . H. H a rt also was ready 
to give him a sack if he would advance a 
bill relating to Public A dm inistrators on 
the file. 
He exhibited a note from Senator Moffitt 
of Alameda, requesting that H enry’s (of 
Butte) bill relative to opium sales be held 
back. This bill it is claimed is a cinch bill 
moss-grown with age. 
Assembly bill 572, appropriating $50,000 
for naving the Capitol grounds, Sm ith said, 
was drawn in such a way that only one 
firm in the State could bid for the work. 
It had been introduced late, and was to be 
sent through with a rush. 
Both Falk and 
Shaen were interested in the passage of this 
bill, and they had promised Sm ith if he 
would stand in with them they would 
divvy u p " with him . W itness was posi­ 
tive in his statem ent regarding Falk’s 
changing the tile. He said. " I saw him 
monkeying with it.” H e called Chief Clerk 
Ryan’s attention to Faik, and they both 
watched him , and when he commenced 
cutting it with a steel eraser, Ryan stopped 
him. 
In explanation, Falk said H art was 
going to make a special order of the Glenn 
county bill, and he was getting ready for 
him . 
Faik’s duties are not to touch or 
handle the tile, and it was noticed that he 
had a very great interest in the advance­ 
m ent of this particular bill. 
In his evi­ 
dence in the executive session, it is said _ 
Sm ith made the statement that when the 
charge against Falk was raised a political 
boss sent for him and asked what he knew 
concerning the m atter. 
H e told the boss 
everything, and the latter wanted him to 
go to the Capitol at once and destroy the 
m utilated file.

A light fall of rain occurred in this city 
about 8 o'clock last evening, but up to 
m idnight it had not been followed by 
heavy showers, although the indications 
were favorable for a storm . On the hill 
last night bad weather appeared to have 
set in again. 
There was a large attendance vesterdav 
afternoon upon the funeral of the late 
George H . Harvey, which took place under 
the auspices of Sacramento Lodge, No. 2, 
I. O. O. F., and the Exem pt Firem en’s 
Association, of which organizations he 
was a member. 
Company B, of the First Artillery, Cap­ 
tain Cook, leaves this evening for Nevada 
City, to spend W ashington’s 
Birthday, 
guests of Company C, of that place. Judg­ 
ing from the arrangm ents m ade by the lat­ 
ter organization, the Sacramento boys are 
in for a jolly good time. 
A bout 6 o’clock last evening two young 
men bad an unpleasantness on K street, 
between Third and Fourth, during which 
they tum bled around for about five m in­ 
utes. 
Finally one of them , who had re­ 
ceived a cut over his eye, remembered an 
engagement elsewhere and ran away. 
Saturday night a drunken individual, 
desirous of doing som ething to distinguish 
himself, drove his fist through the glas3 of 
N. W . Robbins’ show window at Eighth 
and K streets. 
He then ran away, and an 
officer who went after him a few m inutes 
later failed to discover his whereabouts.

Montgomery sued to recover damages from 
the defendants because they had con­ 
structed a levee upon the Sacram ento river 
in such a m anner that the water backed 
upon his land. The decision of the Supe­ 
rior Court was in the plantiff’s favor. 
The steamer Zealandia arrived off San 
Francisco from Australia Saturday evening 
hut was unable to cross the bar and enter 
port because of the gale prevailing. 
A tug 
attem pted to go to her and get the English 
mail, so that it might be forwarded East by 
special train until it caught up with the 
regular east-bound train, but the sea on the 
bar was too m uch for her, and she gave up 
the attempt. The railroad company had 
made all necessary arrangements to for­ 
ward the mail, and an engine was waiting 
here with steam up, but under the circum ­ 
stances was not wanted. 
Boys had much am usem ent at the Front 
street levee yesterday forenoon snowball­ 
ing, the roofs of freight cars from the 
m ountain furnishing them with an abund­ 
ance of am m unition. The young men of 
W ashington, anxious to have sport of the 
same 
character 
over 
there, 
came 
to the city to get wheelbarrow loads of 
snow, which they took to the Yolo side of 
the river. For some tim e afterwards pass­ 
ers along the W ashington streets received a 
great deal of attention, more especially 
those of the Chinese persuasion and Cau­ 
casians airing stovepipe hats. 
A San Francisco paper states positively 
that if the Greenhood A Morans win the 
cham pionship of the California Baseball 
League the coming season—and the club 
has friends who will assist it financially, so 
that it can secure good m en—every m em ­ 
ber of the nine participating in the decid­ 
ing game will be the recipient of a hand­ 
some gold medal and a suit ol clothes, to 
commemorate the event.

Tbis F atal D isease Crosses the Line into 
Southern California, 
The State Board of H ealth has received 
official notice through their Secretary that 
hjs prognostications have been verified, and 
small-pox has 
crossed the border into 
Southern California, and is likely to prove 
epidemic. Several cases have appeared in 
Los Angeles, imported from Mexico. There 
is also one case in the town of Pasadena. 
These facts should cause the Legislature 
now in session to imm ediately provide a 
contingent fund to quarantine our southern 
border. 
This is imperatively necessary, 
from the fact that at present there is no 
fund available for that purpose. The Secre­ 
tary of the State Board of H ealth says : 
“ When we reflect upon the incalculable 
injury an epidemic of small-pox would be 
to this State just at this time, when im m i­ 
gration is about to commence, we cannot 
conceive why there should be the slightest 
hesitancy in placing under the control of 
the Governor and the State Board of H ealth 
a fund sufficiently ample to protect us, if 
possible, from this dire calamity. Montreal 
lost all her trade, calculated at m illions of 
dollars, to say nothing of the fearful sacri­ 
fice of hum au life, by the epidemic which 
scourged her city a short tim e ago. 
Let 
California take w arning while it is yet time, 
and 
by vigorous 
preventive 
measures 
‘ stam p out ’ the disease while it is still in 
its infancy.”
